NEW YORK. March 14.— The hop 
off on the first leg of a round-the- 
world flight by a squadron of the 
United States Army Air service is 
scheduled for March 17 at Santa 
Monica, Cal. The first part of the 
flight will be northward along the 
Pacific Coast by way of Fresno, 
Stockton 
and 
Sacramento, 
Cal., 
thence to Portland, Ore., and Seat­ 
tle, Wash. At the last named city 
the planes will be fitted with pon­ 
toons for water landings, which will 
be made in sheltered harbors along 
the coast of British Columbia, A las­ 
ka, through the Aleutian' Islands 
and along the Japan coast. 
The four principal objects of the 
flight are: To gain for the air ser­ 
vice added experience in long dis-1 
tance flying and particularly in the 
supply problems connected with such 
flights; 
to 
complete 
an 
airplane 
flight around the World in the short­ 
est practicable time; to demonstrate 
the feasibility of establishing a cBra- 
mercial airway around the world. 
to obtain for the United States the 
first place of practical aviation, the 
honor of being the first nation to 
encircle the globe entirely by air. 
The 
most 
careful 
preparations 
have been made for the flight by 
the army air service, which has had 
valuable assistance from the Aero­ 
nautical Chamber of Commerce of 
America. Through the latter organi­ 
zation several score of American 
business corporations with represen­ 
tatives abroad have been enlisted to 
ald flyers at various points. 
‘The squadron will be made up of 
four biplanes, known as Douglas 
world cruisers. 
The flight will be in command of 
Major Frederick L. Martin. He will 
be 
accompanied 
by 
Lieutenants 
Lowell H.« Smith, Erik H. Nelson 
and Lehigh Wade. All four are ex­ 
perienced pilots, each with a record 
of more than 1,500 hours flying 
time. Lieutenants Leslie P. Arnold 
and LeClaire D. Schulze have been 
designated as part of the flight per­ 
sonnel to act as alternates. 
They 
also have fine records for actual 
flying time that compare with those 
of the other four. The personnel 
also w ill include four enlisted men. 
The squardron expects to leave 
R attle about April I, after which 
stops for fuel, food and supplies will 
be made at the following places:
